“In these not uwirequent cases where these
perscns slco have ri=en ixom the rank of wrti-
gans, exceptional gifis, ivcluding pore espe-
cliuily those of unconquerable perseverance and
energy, % hich had caused their elevation, have
ulso  cunbled them generally to correct the
deficiencics of their cnrly [tterary teaining, Any
knowledge of sclentific principles which they
mwny have acquired is generuily the resalt of
solitury resadineg, aud of vbservation of the facts
with which their pursuits bhave mude them
fawilinr, More geverslly, bowever,the tralning
of the capitnlists, and of the mansgers of their
class, has been that of the higher sccondary
echools, followed i rgre, though in more recent
years less unfrequent, instances by a coarse of
more or less sysfemnie =cientitie instroction
in colleges like the Hoyal School of Mines,
the HRoyal College of Chemisiry, Untversity
and King's Colleges, London; Owens College,
Maunclhe:ter; und the laboritories of the Univer-
tle: of Edinburgh and Glasgow., The selentitic
courscs of Oxford bave been too recently insti-
tuted, aud bave hitherto been devoled too eén-
tirely to pure sclence 1o have had any appreeiable
Influenceé on the seleontide instroction of this
¢lassy besides which, a lecling exists, to which
expression was given by Mr. Chunee, the eminent
manuinctorer of Swmethick, himself a man of
grost selentific altdipments and a distinguished
member of the University of Cambridge, that
however suitable the uuniversittes may be or
become for the training of professors of science
of the higherciass, the habits ul present asquired
there by vhe sons of wenltby men are not cone
ducive o the successful prosecution of an in-
dustrinl gnreer,

“The military and seiontific department of the
Proprietiny Colieee of Cheltenham, and the
City of London Eudowed School, are excep-
tionul instinees ol secondary schools in which
fnsurucnon w «olence holds the frst place. In
the great public schools of Harrow and Rugby
jnstruction in one sclentifie subjeet, in addition
to clussics and mathematies, has only recently
been mnde compulsory. Any atiempt 1o anee
lyze briety the evidence asto the degree of
fustruction given at King's College and Univer-
fity Collece, London, and Owens College,
Manchester, would probably fail to convey a
corrcol ympression. Your committes would
therefore direet attention to the evideuce., The
game observation applies to the Universily of
Edinburgh, where a chair of oivil engineer-
ing hus recently been founded by Sir David
Baxter, to the endowment of which the Govern-
ment has sgreed 1o coutribute, The engineers
of Muanchester and the wnelghborhood have
raised a fund for endowing u similar chair at
Owens College o that ecity, To that fund u
glogle frm ol mechanical eugineers contributes
£3000, besidesr n subtoription of £250 per anoum
from one of {8 purtners. The college 1s full to
overflowing, and 8 proposcd building fand of
£160,000 has already roeceived subsacriptions
amounting 1o £40,000, The Hoyal School of
Mines, in Jermyn gtreet, in addition to Its lee-
tures Lo artisans, delfvered by some ol the most
eminent men of selence, has systematic courses
of lectures on nenrly every subject usunlly com-

rised in 8 higher techuical conrse, with the

mportant exception of mathematics.

“3. Thav clemenlpry instroction in drawing,
in physicul geograpliy, tnd In (be phenomens
of nature, should be given wm elemontary
schools,

‘4, That adult scienece classes, though of
Rreal use o artivans, 0 foremen, and to the
siralier mavufaeturers, cinnot provide all the
scirmtific tstruction which those should pos-
sete who fire responsible for the conduct of 1m
porthnt industrinl nondertakings. That all whose
necersitios do not oblige them to lenve school
betore the age of fourteen, ehiould recelve in-
struetion io the clements of science as part of
their general edueation,

. That the reorgauization of secondary in-
etruction and wvhe iotroduction of a lareer
amount of scienti.c ieaching into secondury

1o attend them to whom the expenses of living
ol o distance from heme wonld otherwise be no
it superahle barrier,

0. That the provinces of England, especially
thr-‘nunculmr.al districts, have not received n
sufficient proportion ol the Siate grants for
rcientific education.

10, That those provinees of England are en-
titled 1o cuch a woditiention of the public grints
us will afford them incrensed ald, supplemontory
to the funds which they may ratse in their own
localities fur the purpose of promoting =cientific
wetruction.

*13. That the manavers: n} training colleges
for the teachers of elementary schools should
pive epecial attention to the inetruction of those
teachers In theoretical and applied s elence,
where such instruction does not exist already.

*“14. Thut teachers in elementary day schools
sbould be paid on results, tor teaching science
10 the older scholurs, in the same way as pay-
ment 1 now made for drawing in sueh echools.
That the education of higher scicuce leachers
should be epcoursged, by the granting of
degrees in scicnce at Oxford and Cambridge as
ot othier universities, and by the opeuing of o
greater vumber ol fellowships to distinetion in
netursl sclence as well us in literature, and

Cameo Engraving,

The art of cutting cameos is o species of
gculpture ruther thau engraving, There are two
Kinds ol cameos, one of which is stone of dif-
ferent colored struts, 8o that the raised figure
isof a ditlerent color from the ground, the other
is of the couch shell, The shells are sawed into
squares with saws of soft iron, similar to those
used by sculptors.  Atter the shells are cut into
suitabile pileces they are ground on a4 stone to
their required shapes, by grinding them uicely
on the edpges sopd leaving them thick in the
midale, Atfter this they must be cemented on a
stick about six or seven inches long, with cement
ot Burgundy piteh and rosin ol equal paris,
heated together until they sre periectly amul-
gomuted, The end of the stick is immersed in
the coment while 1t)s warin, und enougn attaches
itself to it lo fusten the sbell, which must also
be shphtly warmed or the two will not be
sttached,  Alter being cool the shell 15 rendy
for cutling.

To produce & likeness of an object, tha bast
wny 18 1o cut the prodle on paper, lay it on the
shell, sud truce it out, The best gravers, the
hurder the betwer, are alone du 1or the work,
and they are ground down to dillerent shaped
points, somwe dinmond, sowe oval, some chilsel
shaped, and some round, Arner the likeness or
deslen 18 traced on the sheliit has to be blocked
out with the band, or 1t might be doue by flat
drills iu o lathe, Tne blocking out 18 doune by
truving the design with the diamond pointed
graver, aud leavipg the pencilings distinet, sod
cuttivg awnay ull the outside with chisels und
gouges, takiog care to leaye the groundwork
thick enough to tinish up,

After the blockivg out is completed, begln
with thetop of the profession, in making the
head, by leaving a spuce for the bair a little
ruised, snd thea engraving the features, taking
great paitis not to do much wl 8 cur, for it
once spolled there s no rowedy. The neck and
brenst are done next, as cautionsly as the face,
The balr is done last, and is the most diflicult
part to perform, altbough the uninitinted would
think it the simplest; but it is the most difflealt
work of all; for po matter how good the rest of
the work may be, if the bair Is poorly exeouted
the whole Ggure looks bad, 1o eutting the bhair
it must be gracelully curled with delleate
curves, Beulptured beads sre the pest models
for the learper to sludy,

After the figure or deslgn Is finished with the
graver, the cameo i polished with pumice stone
ug smwooth ng possible until all the murks of the
graver disappear, It is theu tindshed with a
gtitl tooth brush and polier’s clay, or whitlog
and water, and sfterwwrds washed in pure
witer, when it will be observed to have that
benutiiul polish for which cnmeos are so justly
admired, aund which made them, on necount of
thoir chusténess of coloring, n very popular
broneh of J welry,

To tnke the enmeo off the slick
Swished, it 15 necessary to heat the siick over a
sparit limp until the eewent warmes, when it 18
riudy for fruming.— Bosdon Com. Dwdelin,
